The nation's traffic deaths over 
the extended Thanksgiving week­ 
end neared the 500 m ark today, 
the highest for the holiday period 
since 1958. 
The highway death toll from

reports were expected to boost 
the total. 
In other violent deaths. 44 per­ 
sons lost their lives in fires and 
147 others were killed in miscel­ 
laneous accidents. The over-all to­ 
tal of 679 also was a record for

Thanksgiving 
weekend 
since 
1958. the first year of counting 
the accidental deaths for the hol­ 
iday. 
This year’s traffic toll compared 
to 457 in 1961, 142 ir 1960. 445 in 
1959 and 454 in 1)58.

The 102-hour holiday period was

The Indians immediately aban­ 
doned the village and it stayed like 
that until 
1546 
when

soldier 
named Rodrigo Vazquez talked the 
King of Spam into deeding him 
the surrounding real estate. 
Two years later, some mule driv­ 
ers discovered the hills were load­ 
ed with silver and gold. Mr. Vaz­ 
quez’ estate became 
a 
thriving 
community and the major source 
of world silver at that time, 
Guanajuato is built in a valley 
that rises through mountains ring­ 
ing the city. It resembles Toledo, 
Spain, and looks like a slice from 
the old world. 
The big university towers in na- 
ti\e stone in the center of town. 
And jumbled around it are fabu­ 
lous old churches and the inevit­ 
able buildings left by the Span­ 
iards. 
It is like they built the city on 
the sides of the mountains and one 
day everything slid down to a pat­ 
ternless jumble in the valley.

Campbell’s two tips, 
based on research by the National Safety Council, follow: 
Maintain Visibility 
1. Keep windshield and windows clear. Turn on head­ 
lights during snowstorms to help others see you. Be sure 
your wiper blades are in good condition with live rubber, 
and that the wiper arms have pressure of one ounce per 
inch of blade length to sweep snow and sleet off instead of 
sliding over it. Check heaier and defroster. Clear snow and 
ice from your windshield and from all windows before 
starting. Lower back windows slightly to ventilate and 
keep inside glass from fogging. 
Carry Chains 
2. During severe conditions of snow or ice it’s wise to 
avoid unnecessary trips. If you must go, use reinforced tire 
chains. In deep snow and on glare ice they help you go and 
stop much more safely, according to tests.

U. S. educators think this country’s schools have always 
tried hard to teach their students the meaning and value 
of freedom. 
But they feel challenged to take a new look at how well 
they are doing this job. 
For one thing, the headlong pace of events at home and 
abroad has put the problems of freedom in a whole new 
context. 
For another, many schools are now probing into the na­ 
ture and meaning of communism, as an increasingly nec­ 
essary, objective study exercise. Educators see a need for de­ 
fining more sharply the contrasting characteristics of free­ 
dom. 
Some 150 schoolmen met recently for this very purpose. 
They agree wholeheartedly with" Secretary Ribicoff of 
Health, Education and Welfare that freedom is something 
to be guarded carefully and “passed down to our children 
with proper instructions for its safe-keeping.” 
One group of the conferees, bearing the forbidding title 
of the Committee on Fundamental Assumptions, went to 
the heart of the matter: What is this freedom we prize so 
highly? 
Prof. Waldemer Read, head of the University of Utah’s 
philosophy department, spoke for the group. As"with many 
who have tried to define it, these educators see freedom as 
a thing of many aspects. 
Fundamentally, however, they regard it as a mechanism 
providing individuals writh the chance—in a wide range of 
fields—to decide between alternative chores. 
Most precious is the choice of political leadership through 
the ballot box. But a free man also usually picks his ca­ 
reer, his job, the place he wants to live."his mate and 
friends, his leisure-time activities, the books he reads, the 
thoughts he cares to express. 
As Professor Read notes, where choice enters, so does the 
prospect of being wrong. “Freedom is a risk.” he adds, “but 
it is a risk /worth taking.” 
So, to the conferring educators freedom is a thing of 
choices made within the framework of defined, necessary 
limits. Take away the frame and you would destroy the op­ 
portunity for choice. 
With the chance of choosing, however, the educators see 
liberty as a rich experience “experimental and delightful in 
diversity.” 
Here," say the schoolmasters, is but one big realm where 
freedom has it all over communism. For the facts of life are 
simply too numerous and complex “to be coerced into a 
single scheme” such as rigid, narrow, sterile communism 
offers. 
None of freedom’s superiorities is perhaps greater than 
this. It deserves to be heralded not just in our schools but 
wherever on earth liberty competes with the tyranny of 
the “single way.”

work week, with no reduction in 
pay. AFL-’ClO’s executive council 
has just endorsed 
the program 
and is preparing to roll up its 
guns on two fronts: the bargaining 
table and the halls of Congress. 
It would like the latter to write 
the 35-hour week into law as a» 
enactm ent to the F air Labor Stand­ 
ards Act. Failing that, it will have 
to be won piecem eal through con­ 
tract negotiations. 
Key lever to get industry to ac­ 
cept the shorter week would be to 
require double - tim e pay for work 
in excess of 35 hours, instead of 
the current tim e - and - a - half 
for over 40 hours. 
This heavy penalty for overtim e 
work. AFL-CIO President George 
Meany feels, would compel employ­ 
ers to hire extra regular - time 
workers, thus reducing the arm y 
of able but unem ployed men. 
Should the shorter work week 
and the double - tim e for over­ 
tim e become an actuality, it is dif­ 
ficult to predict its im m ediate ef­ 
fects on the economy. But less 
work for the sam e money, without 
a corresponding increase in produc­ 
tivity. implies rising prices. 
Rising prices m eans less pur­ 
chasing yxjwer for everyone, not to 
mention a weakened competitive 
position 
with 
foreign 
producers. 
Rising production costs also ind- 
cate belt-tightening in industry, in­ 
cluding cutbacks in labor force. It 
seem s like a vicious circle. 
This all m ay or m ay not be true. 
In the long run. however, labor 
would seem to be defeating its 
own purpose. That purpose is. of 
course, to provide security against 
which is the real clue to die situa­ 
tion. 
As the union council itself said: 
“ Hanging over the horizon as 
ominous as an atom ic cloud, is the 
autom ation yet to com e — the sub­ 
stitution of electronic m achines for 
human effort, which is barely at 
th^ threshold of its developm ent.” 
Yet 
by 
increasing 
production 
costs, labor would be providing in 
dustry with even greater incentive 
to autom ate. Some em ployers may. 
indeed, hire additional workers ra­ 
ther than pay double wgges. But 
in the m eantim e, all will be look­ 
ing for new ways to produce more 
with less men. 
There is no reason, of course, to 
believe the 40-hour week is the per­ 
fect arrangem ent, anym ore than 
w as the 60-hour week of two gen­ 
erations ago. 
Our children may one day work 
25 or 20 or 15 hours a week. But 
it will be because of automation, 
not in spite of it. Thus in the 
final outcome, labor's drive for a 
shorter week may really hasten the 
social upheaval that will be creat­ 
ed by autom ation.

Food and Fun

The first sharp frost of the ta'l 
season was the signal for wamut 
gathering time m our home town, 
Maole Hill, Has. 
Much earlier 
we had spotted 
the trees in the woods along Mill 
creek, Dry creek and adjacent to 
the Kay river which had the be-;; 
crops. When lrost dropped the wal­ 
nuts to the ground, we were ready 
for them. 
This was before walnuts were 
worth money. Harold Gallaher, ex­ 
tension forester at Kansas State 
university, reports mechanical wal­ 
nut hullers have been placed at sev­ 
eral locations in the state this fall 
by comoanies which bu> the nuts 
for commercial use. Prices, 
he 
says, are expected to be about $2.- 
50 a hundred pounds for unhulled 
wahvuts and 83 for hulled ones.

The ditch was narrow and deep, 
having been carved cut of the soil 
by water running off a wheat field. 


Walnuts from the tree fell into 
the ditch and this really was ut- 
ting the jackpot. Alt you had to 
do was hold a gunny sack open 
and roll them in.

It 
was a big box on an old buggy 
chassis.

Nunks, which was short for skunk, 
because so jllen in the winter his 
cottong gloves carried the skunk 
odor! had a horse named Dick. 
3-Gaited, In His Way. 
Old Dick, a sorrel pelding, dou­ 
bled as a saddle pony and buggy 
horse. We could ride him two in 
the saddle ard one behind. Law ­ 
rence’s little si ter. Edna, once des­ 
cribed Dick’s three gaits as a walk 
jolt and run. 


Lawrence and I hitched up Old 
Dick to the cart one fine late Oc­ 
tober Saturday to gather walnuts 
along Mill creek. Son-chow the wal­ 
nuts on the other side of the creek 
appeared more plentiful, larger or 
better. Anyway, we had to drive 
the cart across the creek at some 
riffles. Coming oack. with tho cart 
loaded, the nondescript tug^ came 
loose and Old Dick vent on. lead­ 
ing us and 1he cart stranded in 
the middle of the stream.

waited.

was a delightful predica­ 
ment. We promotlv took off our 
clothes, 
waded

Nut Meats .md Apples 
Some trees had better walnuts 
than others. There was one just 
below’ 
Hamilton’s 
falls on 
Mill 
creek which always produced nuts 
of excellent quality. Since this tree 
was mi the route we usually took 
on rabbit and squirrel hunts in the 
Buffalo Mound area, 
we 
often 
stopped under its bare branches for 
a lunch — of walnuts. We carried 
>alt in the watch pockets of our 
overalls. Salt was gooa on walnut 
kernels. We also had our pockets 
crammed with applem Salted wal­ 
nut meats and apples will carry 
you a long way. 
The walnuts under this Mill creek 
tree was available all winter as it 
was far off the beaten path and 
no one picked them up to take 
ihem home. We used rocks to crack 
the hard shells. 
One cold winter day when the 
creek was frozen we decided »o 
vary our diet. We h a i killed a rab­ 
bit and decided to barbecue :t. 
We skinned it. cut a hole in the 
ice and soused the rabbit up and 
down in the cold water to get the 
carcass clean. Then we hung it 
on a stick over a fire. All I can 
report is that burned rabbit mea4 
isn't good. 
Gathering walnuts ran be a fa u- 
ily affair. When we got our first 
car, we’d drive to the woods, car­ 
ry our empty sacks to the tree- and 
drag the full sacks back to the 
car.

trunks, we piled the sacks on Tie 
fenders, 
and 
in the back 
se.it. 
Not quite as good as a wagon, but 
quicker. 
Hulling Was a Chore 
Gathering walnuts- v.u- fun. but 
hulling them was a different mat­ 
ter. An old corn 
!il lei wou’d do 
a pretty good job. Easier to find 
was a board with a knot hole. We 
lay the board on two rocks, then 
drive the green wainuts through 
the hole. The hull, of course, would 
be knocked off in the process. This 
w ent on until we had plenty of wal­ 
nuts for immediate eating. The re­ 
mainder we just left in the pile m 
the back yard. 
EventualH 
they 
dried and the hulls clacked off. 
Of course, during the hulling sea­ 
son we went to school with stained 
hands. 
The walnut pil > was a meeting 
lace after school, 
e a rly in the 
evenings and on Sunday afternoons 
We'd crack and eat them by the 
hour. Although tich. the walnut 
meats apparently wouldn’t h u rt the 
digestive 
system if you had to 
crack and pick (hem out as you 
went along. 
We had all heard the story of one

The 
high school girls would offer to

the walnuts. Then we’d watch them 
make the fudge. Then we’d all eat! 
it. 
It was an evening’s entertain­ 
ment at almost no cost. This was 
good, because a- mentioned ear­ 
lier. we didn't gather walnuts for 
money and looked ui>on them oniv 
as one of nature’s contributions to 
happy living.
